Apparently on going ashore the 
Captain proceeded to the’ local 
agents of the pirated * ves- 
sel for the agents were able 
to say that the pirates 
were very considerate as far as 


‘the ship's crew was. concerned. 


An order. was given’: out..by the 
leader of the pirate gang that 
none of the crew were to be 
molested or any of their belong- 
ings interfered - with. _ Despite 
these instructions the ship's sext- 
‘ant was stolen. | 

At Foo Wan, the pirates at- 
‘| tempted to take away the pilot 
with the kidnapped men, but the 
pilot appealed to the pirate chief 
and reminded him of the promise 
he had made. The pilot was 
permitted to return to his own 
ship the chief pirate accompany- 
ing him to the side of the. ship to 
see that he returned safely. 

There were four women passen- 
gers on board and nogn of them was 
kidnapped. One of the women was 
a fashionably-dressed’ young lady 
who succeeded in‘ hiding all _ her 
| jewellery which valued at about 
$1,000 by throwing all her valuables 
in an obseure corner of the boat. 


Another Gang. 


Before the pirates left the ship, 
it is believed that another gang 
attempted to make a raid on the 
ship. They were beaten, off by, 
the original gang of pirates, 

Thé total value ‘of. the haul 
including cargo and pas- 
sengers’ belongings amounted to 
about $10,000. The Shing On car- 
ried no arms whatever and the 
crew's losges were very trivial be- 
ing in some cases no more than 
a jacket or a blanket. 

The captain of the Shing On, 
Lo Hing-sang, was not in com- 
mand at the time of the piracy, 
having stayed away for the trip.

“Messrs: Palmer. cand Turner,

and tile roof, which was in) @ 
very bad: state of disrepair, and 
put in a new reinforced concrete 
floor roof. The south east corner of 
the verandah, that is, the part 
which faced Queen’s Road, was 
rebuit and in addition, reinforced 
conerete floors were laid for each 
storey. 


All ‘plaster ceilings’ were torn 
out and asbestos sheeting and 
teakwood ceilings “were aubstitu- 
ted.

is contended that their ideas and 
outlock are so fundamentally dif 
ferent as to preclude the possibl- 
lity of amicable relationships—at 


least.for long—and that a ‘divi- 


sion of the country would solve 
what-has been an age-long ‘pro- 
blem. . For ourselves we, are not 
onamoured of the idea, but as a 
temporary expedient during the 
period in which China is going to 
dovelop a better © national’ ' con- 
sciousness than‘now, it might help 
in the great ‘task of ridding the 
country of, wasteful; ‘internecine 
war.
